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TREATING STAGNANT WATER t q KILL OUT MOSQUITOES 
CITY EMPLOYEES SHOW WHERE MOSQUITOES BREED 
City Employees Waging War On Mesquite, But Seek Help From Citizens 


Tho City of Hamlin employ­ 
ers have increased their war 
on tho mosquito following tho 
recent rain-', according to Bill 
Rountree, 
supei int finder i1. 
While the city is doing every­ 
thing po ssib le to control the 
mesquit!#, Rountice called on 
local citizens to aid in tim 
effort. 


Standing water is tho main 
thing that must be controlled 
in the fight against mosqui­ 


toes and the city uses diesel 
oil, 
Tossits 
and 
drains th® 
water where possible. 
Rountree said that it is the 
smaller areas on f rivale prop­ 
erty that 
cause the most 
trouble in that the city employ- 
ors can 
not 
get 
around to 
all ol th.'in. Trosh. abandoned 
tires, barrels, and other things 
that will hold water will give 
mosquitoes a place to breed. 
Rountree has asked all cit­ 
izens to aid the fitv in the 


battle bv emptying any stand­ 
ing water on their property or 
Iv pouring oil on top of any 
w ater that can not be emptied. 
The thing that puts extra 
work on the city employees 
is that 
they must start all 
over in 
their 
efforts after 
every rain. 


Although there 
is 
major 
concern because of the many 
eases of encephalitis coming 
from several sections of Texas 
the local sanitation depart­ 


ment has been waging their 
w ar on the mosquito for many 
years. 
The CuleX tarsaUs mosquito, 
a Carrier of the d sense, has 
been found in this area in the 
past. Rountree said. No Check 
has been made recont Iv to de­ 
termine if it is prevalent at 
this tim. . 
Rountree's crew h e 
cep* 
lain rounds they make alter 
every rain in an effort to < >n- 
trol the breeding places such 


as abandoned water troughs, 
trash barrels, old ears, creek 
bottoms, old tires and the like, 
but it is physically impdssi ' ' 
for them to ('over all of the 
town, hence, the need for the 
local citizens to aid in the 
effort has been brought out. 
Resides I he small areas that

they t(.s^ int., the water and 
as it dissolves the water is 


Mated on the larger areas. 
Dusting is done by tho City 
when the weather conditions 
are favorable. 
But the wind

Because the momuito is not 
only a post but als., a health 
l izard, Rountree stressed the 
need for an all-out effort on 
the part of both the city and 
the local people in this en­ 
deavor.

There h as b een som e publicity on the 
{act that a committee is studying the poss­ 
ibility o{ consolidating the Hamlin, Stam ­ 
ford a n d Anson schools. This report h as 
cau sed som e concern here in Hamlin 
since we have just voted a b ond issue to 
build a new high school. 
Som e people seem to bo w orried 
that we might h av e a building on our 
h an d s that w e w ould not need. 
Alter attending a m eeting of the 
committee last w eek w e can report that 
it w ould seem that if the three schools 
ever consolidate it will be so far dow n 
the line that we will have alread y gotten 
our m oney's worth from the n e w building. 
The consolidation of all the schools 
in a county m ay be fine in a county 
wht re thoro is only one principal town 
and smaller com m unities but w hen you 
have three towns like Jones C ounty has. 
consolidation w ould seem to create more 
problem s than it w ould ever solve. 
There seem s to b e two reasons for 
consolidation — -—one is to op erate more 
efficiently a n d the other is to offer better 
opportunities. 
Because of the transportation a n d 
distance', involved it is doubtful if there 
would be enough saving in Jones County 
to justify the inconvenience. As far a s 
better opportunity for the students is con­ 
cerned there a re a num ber of w a y s that 
the schools could cooperate to give these 
opportunities 
In som e fields the three schools could 
hire one le a d ie r to 
;o from school to 
school and in the technical fields it would 
be possible to sot u p somethin a in one 
school a n d just transport the students in ­ 
volved. 
W e feel that tile work of the commit­ 
tee is important and should be continued 
in that every effort should be m ade to 
offer cur children a better education a n d 
a n y ideas should ae studied But we also 
feel that for sometime to com e each of the 
three towns had best m ake every effort 
to solve their o w n problems.
